BALLENTINE ARGUMENTS BREW 


Luminaries the publishing world are 
with added pro and con argu- 
ments about Ian Ballantine’s recently 
announced project publish original 
manuscripts both paper-covered and 
hard-bound formats simultaneously—a 
plan that might well affect the future 
publishing practice. Houghton Mifflin 
and Farrar, Straus Young have joined 
Ballantine hard-cover outlets. Bal- 
lantine announced that manuscripts 
have been secured appear the rate 
three month with four issued 
Sales price for Ballantine 
will vary, either 35c 50c. 

Authors are astir about this project 
the question royalties. They now 
have three possibilities: Sell reg- 
war publisher, get his royalties, and 
reprint right money; Sell pub- 
original paper-bounds, like 
Gold Medal, and forego reprint right 
tarnings; Use the Ballantine plan, 
but why “leave sure thing for ven- 
lure not yet proved,” someone argued. 
Which the systems would yield the 
most money was the real question 
answered.

requirements.

Annual Convention the International 
Brotherhood Bookbinders pledged 
anew their determination defeat the 
Taft-Hartley labor legislation, their 
alertness the menace communism 
and its potential fifth column. They 
were further exhorted 
labor organizer, now attorney for 
noted graphic arts firm, defeat the 
Republican party the polls next No- 
ensure maintenance union 
legislative gains. 

Other than these national problems, 
the delegates largely concerned them- 
selves with the internal affairs the 
union itself, and its administration. The 
event was marred the absence 
International president, John Hag- 
gerty, native St. Louisan, who was 
hospitalized Washington. 


TH-Law keynote 


The defeat-the 
note was set the opening hours 
the convention Rubin Wood, presi- 
dent, Missouri State Federation La- 
bor, and echoed the other speeches

Mr. Glenn Moss the Interna- 
tional Brotherhood Bookbinders, 
American Federation Labor, was 
Chairman, and Miss Della Cox (Sec- 
Local No. 55) acted 
Co-Chairman. Mr. John Imrisik, 
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President No. 18, the oldest 
Bookbinders union the country—or- 
ganized even earlier that the Interna- 
tional—was Treasurer and Miss Julia 
Shanahan, President the Bindery 
Women’s Union was Secretary. 

The Convention opened with Robert 
Haskin, First Vice-President, acting 
Temporary Chairman the absence 
Haggerty,

UITABLE its neatness and durabil-

Essentially all adhesive binding proc- 
esses are alike, being merely mechan- 
ical interpretation art old 
bookbinding itself. These modern in- 
terpretations may classified into 
three basic methods: 

Cutting the folds off the signa- 
tures, roughing the cut surface, apply- 
ing glue with desirable penetration 

Cutting nips about deep into 
the signature folds act retainers 
for the glue applied; 

Cutting the folds off the signa- 
tures, then pasting the single leafs 
the backbone fanning them first 
one side and then the opposite di- 
rection. Consequently the edges pick 
strip glue each side the 
backbone edge being “tipped” 
each other.

This last, with its large 
Delphian initial, masterfully grouped 
and balanced the left the page. 

The part half titles are weak and posi- 
tioned the right the pages. 
great improvement would have been 
effected setting the lines point 
Electra and positioning them the 
left the page conform with the 
dedication and chapter headings. The 
composition the text matter, set 
point Electra and leaded points, 
extremely clean and readable. 
worth pointing out that type faces like 
Electra require more space between 
lines than others the same point size 
make them inviting and easy read. 

However, since line spacing also 
dictated the proper consideration 
space hand, would inclined 
say that one point less leading would 
not have greatly sacrified readability, 
and would have resulted not only re- 
ducing the total number pages from 
946 about 890, but also consider- 
ably reducing the cost production.
